Eisenhower's budget message 
to 


Congress today recommended ap- 
propriations of some 25 
million 


dollars for flpod control and navi- 
gation projects of direct 
interest 


to Arkansas. 


Largest o fthese requests 
is 11 


million dollars to 
continue con- 


struction on the big Table Dam on 
the White River in Missouri just 
north of the Arkansas-Missouri line. 


Work on this, project was begun 


last year. 


Other recommendations include: 
Bank stabilization on the Arkan- 


sas River and its tributaries $3,- 
000,000; Red River levees below 
Denison Dam $450,000; Texarkana 
Reservoir $5,000,000; St. Francis 
Basin $3,000,000; lower White River 
1250,000; loWer 
Arkansas 
River 


$500,000; 
Boeuf, Tensas and La- 


Fourche $1,800,000. 


In addition, Arkansas has some 


Interest in funds for work on the 
lower Mississippi, 


The president recommended 
a 


total of $50,885,000 for the lower 
Mississippi River, compared with 
$45,450,000 voted last year. This in- 
cludes some 21 million for levees 
and bank stabilization on the Mis- 
sissippi River, It also includes pre- 
viously mentioned funds for the St. 
Francis, White, lower Arkansas and 
Boeuf rivers. 


The budget also includes a rec- 


ommendation of five million doj- 
lars for planning future projects. 
There was no breakdown on

fund but Arkansas 
members of 


Congress were hopeful it would in- 
clude money to start planning the 
proposed Greets Ferry and Brav- 
er Pam projects in northern Ar- 
kansas.

WASHINGTON (/P). — President 


Eisenhower's budget message 
to 


Congress today recommended ap- 
propriations of some 25 
million 


dollars for flpod control and navi- 
gation projects of direct 
interest 


to Arkansas. 


Largest o fthese requests 
is 11 


million dollars to 
continue con- 


struction on the big Table Dam on 
the White River in Missouri just 
north of the Arkansas-Missouri line. 


Work on this, project was begun 


last year. 


Other recommendations include: 
Bank stabilization on the Arkan- 


sas River and its tributaries $3,- 
000,000; Red River levees below 
Denison Dam $450,000; Texarkana 
Reservoir $5,000,000; St. Francis 
Basin $3,000,000; lower White River

In addition, Arkansas has some 


Interest in funds for work on the 
lower Mississippi, 


The president recommended 
a 


total of $50,885,000 for the lower 
Mississippi River, compared with 
$45,450,000 voted last year. This in- 
cludes some 21 million for levees 
and bank stabilization on the Mis- 
sissippi River, It also includes pre- 
viously mentioned funds for the St. 
Francis, White, lower Arkansas and 
Boeuf rivers. 


The budget also includes a rec- 


ommendation of five million doj- 
lars for planning future projects. 
There was no breakdown on 
this 


fund but Arkansas 
members of 


Congress were hopeful it would in- 
clude money to start planning the 
proposed Greets Ferry and Brav- 
er Pam projects in northern Ar- 
kansas. These two projects were 
authorized last year.

A-B-C on the budget which Presi- 
dent Eisenhower sends to Congress 
todf.y. 


A formidable document,thick as 


the biggest telephone book, it's Ei 
senhower's explanation of Hie cost 
of running the government another 
year. 


Government e m p l o y e s have 


worked on this budget for months, 
trying to figure ov.t precisely what 
the cost A'ill be for the fi;--cal year 
t-taiting next July-1, called fisca! 
1956. 


Principally because of the

been able to keep government ex- 
penses below income.

House and Senate will call before 
thum the officials of the depart-' 
ments and the agencies lo explain 
\\liy they think they 
need
